Bad Sunburn 
Needs Quick 
| Skillful Care

O MATTER how good our in- 


: tentions may be and how 


caréful we are, only the lucky 
ones. manage to. get through a 
summer without at least one bad 
case of sunburn. It is hard for 
sun-worshipers to be entirely 
sensible, We want to soak up all 
the sun we can, and that way lies 
danger, 

If you da happen to come 
‘home with) your skin flushed and 
hot from exposure treat it gently 
and wisely until the skin is again 
normal. Remember that a sun- 
burn is really a-burn and treat it 
as such. Do not use.water on the 
skin immediately, but use a fine, 
quick-melfing cream or olive oil. 
Blot the excess gently away with 
tissues. 

Apply more cream and leave it 
on for ten or fifteen minutes, 
then remove, If the skin is not 
badly burnt, apply a cooling, 
soothing hand lotion. - Repeat

But 
those who have been through a 
bad case of sunburn will realize 
that there is even more that 
could be said. Of course, you do 
not want to go to the beach look-

Just keep your skin soft and 
moist by lubricating treatments 
at home and just before exposure 
to the sun massage a little olive 
oil, lanoline or suntan oil into 
the ‘skin.

Best 
ot all, they are inexpensive.

You will look 
attractive and you will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that a 
moderate amount of sun will not 
coarsen or burn your skin.
